TTTHEKEAS by an Act passed in the third and fourth year of 
the reign of W iliiam the fourth, chapter sixty-eight, section 
thirteen, it is enacted, amongst others, that no sheriff or sub-sheriff 
_ shall be capable of receiving or holding licenses to sell beer, cider,

And whereas it is expedient to remove such disability : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled,
